It is not easy to p erceive the logic 
of the position of the Appropriations 
Committee of the Missouri House of 
Representatives. 
In 
recommending 
appropriations for tin State Peniten­ 
tiary it rejects the suggestions of the 
Tax Commission, 
whose 
budget is 
presumed to be the w o r k i n g founda­ 
tion of appropriations The lax to m - 
mission, basing its estimates on 
the 
revenue available under the present 
laws, recommended an appropriation 
of $170,500 for the Penitentiary. The 
committee increased this to $771,lot*. 
Similarly it decided upon an appro­ 
priation of $500,000 for the Lincoln 
University of negroes, although the 
Tax Commission 
had 
recommended 
but $183,700, and it follows the sam e 
course in regard 
to 
appropriations 
for some of the eleemosynary insti­ 
tutions. 
But now it has agreed, or its ma 
jority members have agreed, to rt - 
commend for the University of Mis­ 
souri, the most important state in ­ 
stitution, only the exar t amount pro­ 
posed by the Tax 
Commission, $2,- 
<371,700. 
This is $603,953 less 
than 
was appropriated for the university 
two years ago and is $3,955,164 
le«s 
than has been asked for by the uni­ 
versity authorities. 
The appropria­ 
tions of two years a g o were not 
in 
keeping with the university’s needs, 
because with the growth of the 
in­ 
stitution new buildings and facilities 
are essential, and no sufficient provis­ 
ion was then made, either for expan­ 
sion or for maintenance of building 
equipment. 
Naturally, the situation 
is much worse now than then. .New 
buildings 
are 
more greatly needed 
and old buildings m o r e urgently 
d< 
mand repair. 
Obviously, the longer 
these 
needs are 
unrecognized 
and 
unprovided for the 
greater 
will b 
the loss, not only in 
physical equip­ 
ment, but in the general efficiency of 
the institution, and the larger 
tht 
sums that will ultimately be requir 
ed. 
The appropriation recommended 
is barely enough to keep the univer­ 
sity going on what is termed a “star­ 
vation diet”. 
Why then does th* committee ig­ 
nore the Tax Commission's estim ates 
for the Penitentiary and other insti­ 
tutions and rigidly observe them 
in 
the case of the Stat« University? It 
is intimated that the purpose is 
to 
force the Democrat it Senate to sup­ 
port an increase of the revenue. 
I n- 
questionably an increase 
of revenue 
is esential if the 
state 
institutions 
are to he properly^»rovided for, but 
if the Senate is m >ved 
by 
political 
considerations thi.- would seem to he 
playing into its hands. 
It would give 
the Senate the opportunity either to 
initiate action, in which case it could 
say that it had 
saved 
the situation 
when the Republican patry, as rep­ 
resented in the House, had laid down 
on 
the job; 
or 
to refuse to act, in 
which case it could say that the Re­ 
publican party was responsible 
for 
disastert o the university, it having 
control, 
both 
of the administration 
and the 
House 
of Representatives 
and making no effort to provide for 
the essential needs of the institution 
It is also reported that the Appropri­ 
ations Committee takes this position 
because the Govrenor has declined to 
take any steps toward an increase of 
the revenue. 
If 
this 
is the Gover 
nor’s attitude it is regretable, but it 
does not alter the 
facts 
that 
the 
Legislature is responsible for provid­ 
ing revenue for 
the 
needs of 
the 
state. 
The university, though the 
great 
est of state institutions, is but 
one 
of them, and all should receive the 
support necessary 
to 
proper main 
tenance 
and 
progress. 
It is 
not 
economy to deny them the funds ac 
tuall.v requisite 
for these purposes, 
and the people of Missouri, 
v ■ 
ar< 
sure, do not want the essential insti­ 
tutions of the state to decline ur.dtt 
a policy of parsimony. 
A polity 
of 
real economy, that eliminates waste, 
that insists 
upon 
careful 
manage 
ment, is 
always 
commendable, hut 
there is no greater extravagance 
or 
greater folly, than the injury of cap 
ital assets 
through 
failure to givt 
them sustenance. 
The 
Senate 
and 
House, as we have said before, should 
co-operate 
to 
provide 
the revenue 
necessary to the* actual needs of the 
state. Bot h bodies and both parties 
would benefit by that action. But the 
primary responsibility in this matter 
at this time rests upon the Repuubli* 
can party. 
Having control of both 
the administration and the House of 
Representatives if it makes no 
at­ 
tempt to relieve the situation public 
condemnation will be fully warrant­ 
ed. 
If it makes 
the 
attempt 
and 
fails, then, and only then, the full re­ 
sponsibility will rest upon the Dem­ 
ocrats of the 
Senate.— Globe-Demo- 
crat.
